Gas Light Talks— No. 47. 

The Minimum Charge. 

One of tbe imttterfl we want to take ap is that of tbe Aervice^ or 
minimum clmrge, to electric castomera. 

As you know, the base rate for current ia ten oents per kilowatt 
hour, but when your meter is installed, it is with the uuderstanding t^at 
iu no oveut will yoar monthly bills run below seventy-five oenta, which 
is the minimam charge. Tbe nmod for this ii not elear to all euetoniere. 

In the eleetrie industry the fixed chargea are nnasually hi^h and' a 
company cannot supply current at a reasonable rate, unless t^aoh cos* 
tomer bears his proportionate share of the fixed charges. 

Yoa see, it is impossible for an electric company to regulate the 
demand of its customers. A telephone company can make a subscriber 
wait until a wire ia disengaged; a street railroad can require a passenger 
to take the next car — 

Bnt an electric company m n-t 1m- pirpHicd at all timea to meet the- 
mayi'ft^ytn dem and of all ct its (.'ustome rs. 

For example: Yon might use your lights only one hoar oat of th » 
month. But throughout each of the other 719 hours, tbe company 
must maintain your part of tlio plant and pay interest oa that part of 
the investment that your service requires. 

Ifora than that, your meter eosts just as mach to manufacture and 
install and it costs just as much to keep your accounts and maintaio 
your proportion of the office expenses as it does to care fur tbe largest 
consumer* 

It oan readily be appreciated, therefore, that, were it not for tbe- 
minimum charge, the customer whose consumption e-Kceeds that cimiu'iv 
would be paying more than hi-^ proportionate share of the fixed cbarnos 
and this would Ite unfair to y<»u as uoil as to hiru. 

Therefore it is, as we said above, this minimum charge that enables 
an electric company, especially in a city the size of Maysville, to give 
service at rates that are fair and equitable to all classes of consumers. 

Now, those customers who use less current than the minimum 
charge covers, are making their service unnecessarily expensive to them- 
lelvcs and are not receiving all that they are entitled to. 

And the way to find out whether you are using all that this eharge 
calls for is to read your meter. This is very simple. 

If yon And that yoo are not uttKiing all of the onrrent avaikble 
under the minimum charge for lighting purposes, there are ways in 
which you can get the full benefit of your service by using electricity in 
doiieus of houaehold occupations.
